Plans For 27 
Classrooms 
Win Approval

Preliminary plans for 27 
classroom additions at eight 
Torrance elementary schools 
were approved by the Torranco 
Board of Education Tuesday 
night. The facilities are expect­ 
ed to be ready next year.

Permanent additions are slat­ 
ed at Adams, Parkway, and 
Columbia Schools. Additions 
will include three classrooms 
and music room at Parkway, 
four classrooms and music 
rooms at Adams, and two class­ 
rooms at Columbia.

"Portable" units, which can 
be moved later if population 
shifts, are scheduled at i'iva 
schools   two each at Mapru- 
deran d Lincoln, three at Rivi­ 
era, four at Hamilton, and four 
and a music room at Jefferson.

Cost of the projects is ox- 
pected to be about $750,000. 
Construction will not begin 
until final plans arc drawn and 
approved.

Bid for High School 
Rehabilitation Voted

A $20,863 bid for renovation 
and modernization of the Tor- 
ranee High School heating 
system was awarded Tuesday 
night by the Torrance Board of 
Education.

The Leo Plumbing Co., low 
bidder, was awarded the con­ 
tract for the modernization, 
which will Include conversion, 
from oil to gas. The system 
also will servo the new admin­ 
istration building for tha 
school which will be built soon.
